To-day, seeing a letter on my desk, written 

by one of our native Loys to his brother, by the 
name of Zoole, whois his guardian, I took the | 
liberty to read it. I was struck with the follow. | 
“eel hope all countrymen do away their 
I hope all countrymen no sell) 
slave again. I want all countrymen try to listen | 
God’s word. God so love all people. I want all 
countrymen to know Christ die forus. I want 
Zoole to know Jesus Christ is our Mediator, and | 
Christ is our Redeemer. (God made every thing. | 
God so love all people that he gave his own Son, 
todie for us. Jesus so love men.” It is my} 
prayer that God may convert his soul, and make | 
him a herald of the cross to his dying country- | 
men. He seems to need only the grace of God, | 
and to go on in his studies a few years as he has 
done, to fit him for eminent usefulness. 

17. Yesterday the body of Mr. J. Finley, 
agent of the colony at Senou, was found on the! 
beach, just below the town of Basa Cove. It 
was cruelly mangled. [tis supposed that he was 
robbed and killed by some of the fishermen, for 
the sake of plunder. He came up from Senou 
in a slaver, and had landed on the beach for the 
purpose of coming to Edina. | 

Oct. 1. Forten or eleven days past this col. 
ony has been in a state of alarm. On the 19th 
ult. the military force of the colony marched 
down to the fishermen’s town, about three miles 
south of the town of Basa Cove, with a white! 
flag, to demand satisfaction for the murder of Mr. 
Finley. As they were going down the beach, | 
the fishermen fired upon them from the bushes, | 
and wounded several. They were, however, 
silenced by the cannon of the colonists. The} 
latter then proceeded to their towns and burned 
three of them. Buton their return, the fisher- 
men made a vigorous assau!t upon them, and the 
colonists finding their ammunition failing, fled 
precipitately to their town, leaving their cannon 
behind. ‘The fishermen followed them closely, 
and set fire to quite a number of houses in town, 
and also to a vessel which was nearly finished.— 
When they had made their way into town, the 
alarm was very great on both sides of the river. | 
Four persons, two men and two women, were 
drowned in attempting to make their escape in a 
canoe. Fora while the natives seemed to have 
possession of a large portion of the town of Basa 
Cove, and the prospect was that they would burn 
most if notall of the town. But, a little while 
after the darkness came on, the Lord caused 
them to depart from the place, when they seemed 
to have it almost wholly in their power; for the 
inhabitants were so panic struck as to be almost 
incapable of resistance. It was thought that if 
they succeeded in destroying Basa Cove, they 
would come over to Edina and burn that. And 
if they had accomplished the first, they would, | 
under the excited state of feeling, have found 
but little difficulty in effecting the last. It 
was a painful scene to witness, after dark, the 
flames rising in quick succession from one house 


after another, marking the desolating progress of 
the savage foe. 


The next day the fishermen came up with a 
good deal of spirit, and again attacked the town. 
They got possession of the Baptist meeting- house 
and the jail, and burned the Presbyterian meet- 
ing-house. They were, however, repulsed, and 
though they have made several attempts, have 
not been able to come into the town again. They 
threaten to return and destroy the colony ; but

18. Sabbath. This morning I called the 
people together to hear God’s word. Several of 
them had commenced working ; but going to the 
head man upon the subject, he gave orders for 
them to desist. ‘This was not done from any con- 
viction of its sinfulness, probably, but to please 
me. The head man, with several others, came 
to meeting. 1 made some remarks on several of 
the precepts in the 6th chapter of Matthew, and 
spoke to them also about observing the Sabbath. 
They admitted that what | said was true, but San. 
te Will said that “‘they were too old to be told 
of these things; they would do for the native 
children who attended our schoo!, but it was too 
late for them.” They evidently considered re- 
ligion in the light of a new science which they 
were required to learn. Of its absolute necessi- 
ty, in order to their eternal well-being, they are 
extremely ignorant. But since the meeting they 
have been more wickedly employed than if they 
had been at work. Sante Will having to day 


| received an accession to his numerous wives, 


they have celebrated the event by singing, danc- 
ing, drumming, firing guns, &c. Sante Will 
brought me just now the leg of a sheepora 
goat, which he had killed on the occasion. I de. 
clined accepting it, on the -ground of its having 
been killed on the Sabbath. 

26. Yesterday wasthe Sabbath. Few peo. 
ple came to meeting, not more than five or six. 
[ went out and invited the people in, but they 
were engaged in talking a palaver. My health 
was not good, and I felt cast down at their indif- 
ference. But the time will come when they will 
say, ‘| was glad when they said unto me, let us 
go into the house cf the Lord.” 

Dec. 3. Last Saturday I witnessed the trial 
of a number of Sante Will’s wives. The object 
seems to have been to ascertain whether any of 
them had been unfaithful to him. The process 
of the trial isthis. A grigri' man places two 
small pots, containg water, about fifteen or twen- 
ty feetapart. The woman who is to be tried, 
has one man to plead for her, and another to 
plead against her. The grigri man puts, or pre- 
tends to put, a stone, of about the size of a small 
bullet, into one of the pots, The woman is then 
required to put her hand in, in order to take out 
the stone. If she finds it, she is declared inno- 
cent; if she does not, the palaver is said to have 
caught her. If she still persists in declaring her 
innocence, she is required to renew her efforts to 
find the stone; and this may be done fifteen or 
twenty times. And if, after all, she neither finds 
the stone, nor confesses herself gnilty, she is put 
off for further trial, If the case seems to re- 
quire it, this process may be repeated three 
times. The power ofclearing or convicting her, 
is thus entirely in the hands of the grigri man. 
For, by putting his hand into the water, he can 
take out or leave the stone without her know- 
ledge. And being a shrewd man, after carrying 
her through this ordeal, he is able to form a tol- 
erably correct opinion as to her guilt or inno. 
cence, and makes his arrangements accordingly. 
The natives have various other modes of trial 
which are very severe. [n some cases, they ut 
one or two small stones, previously steeped in 
some corrosive substance, into the eye, which, 
they say, will not fall out, if the person is guilty,

\ing a degree of health, which enables me to at- 
‘tend pretty constantly to the study of the native 
‘language, aad, with the assistance of an inter- 
preter, to the translation of God’s word. I hope 
‘to see, at some future time, the natives reading 
in their own language the wonderful works of 
God. 

Jan. 6,1839. Sab. The greater part of the 
people being absent, the town has been very 
quiet to-day. Very little work has been done, 
‘except in the blacksmith’s shop. But those who 
remained seemed indisposed to attend public wor- 


ship. My feelings were exceedingly tried this 
morning with the indifference of the natives 


in relation to divine things. A sense of the vile- 
ness of my own heart pressed me down; and 
this, with the manifest aversion of the people to 
attend worship, almost unfitted me for making 
any effort. After struggling with my feelings, 
and giving a little vent to them by shedding a 
“tear or two,” I sallied out and met the head 
man, who had not been at meeting for some time. 
I told him, I could not get his people together to 
hear God’s word, and ** my heart did not lie 
down.” He said he would speak to his mate, and 
let him collect the people together. He had told 
me a similar tale before, and disappointed me.— 
[ told him that this “* God’s palaver”’ concerned 
him; and that the same God made him that made 
me; but that he did not attend himself, and this 
was probably the reason why his people did not 
come. He seemed a little nettled at this; but as 
he did not wish to hurt my feelings, he said he 
would come. He came, and with the few who 
were present, we conducted worship. I directed the 
principal part of my discourse to the head man, 
and tried to show him the necessity of a change of 
heart, in order to meet God in peace. I told him 
that God had sent me to the natives with his 
word—as they pleaded in excuse for their con. 
duct that they did not have the Bible—but they 
would not come to hear what [had to say. He 
said, they did not understand about this thing.— 
I told him that was a reason why I wanted them 
to hear what I had to say ;—that a man who was 
asleep in a house on fire, could not be expected to 
escape, till he was waked up. I feel very de- 
sirous that the head man of this town may become 
a Christian. He was the first native who ven- 
tured to let us have any children to be instructed ; 
and two of his sons still remain with us, one

Preacuine or Bunyan.—The Bible was his 
principal library. But with scarcely any other 
book than this, he was the most eminent minister 
of his age, if usefulness may be considered the 


| standard of eminence. 


It is related of the learned Dr. Owen, that on 
a certain occasion, afier having heard John Bun- 
yan preach, with much power and spirituality, 
and, on being asked if he had been to hear the 
‘tinker,’ the name by which Bunyan, by refer- 
ence to lis occupation, was scoffingly designated, 
the Doctor replied, ‘I have indeed, and if, by a 
surrender of all the human learning I have ac- 
quired, [ could preach with the ability and hea- 


_venly unction of Mr. Bunyan, the sacrifice should 


cheerfully be made.’ 

Bunyan is but one instance, among the multi- 
tude that could be named, of talent which might 
be cultivated, and the eloquence which might be 
elicited, by a careful and truly conscientious and 
religious study of the book of God. The man 
who, in his public ministrations, would reason 
with the most effect, must argue on the principles 
of revelation. ‘There is presented a system of 
logic, built on the facts relating to God and eter- 
nity, which is unerring in all its rules, infalli- 
ble in all its premises, and inflexible, just, and 
correct in all its deductions. 

He who would arrest the conscience of the 
bold transgressor, or awaken the stupor of the 
careless and self-deceived, must pluck his arrows 
of conviction from the Bible, and aim them with 
an eloquence which a deep acquaintance with 
that book can alone inspire, at the feelings, the 
sinful habits, and the corrupt, but secret propen- 
sities of those whom he would recall to. duty and 
to God.

They go to the people with much fancied 
strength, but their panoply resembles that of Da- 
vid armed with Saul’s armor. They return from 
their labor with dissatisfaction, because they see 
no lasting impression made on their auditory. 
Unlike David, they refuse the sling and stone; a 
simple dependence on God, and the efficacy of his 
truth ; and disappointment is the consequence.

Sister Shuck has commenced the school with a 
small number of boys and girls; and we can get 
as many more as means shall be supplied to sup- 
port, at $100 for every 3 pupils. $1000 annual. 
ly, would support 30 Chinese pupils. Is there 
not a single church, yea, a single individual, in 
the Mississippi Valley, that would feel it a _privi- 
lege to support such a school in Cutna? School 
books are much needed. The writer having had 
some expericnce in training the young mind, in 
connexion with his other duties, has undertaken, 
as far as his limited abilities will permit, with the 
assistance of his teacher, to supply the deficiency.

ers, to allow them to measure for themselves the 
due restraints of their liberty? Who would 
grate the windows and bar and_ bolt the doors of 
a house to confine persons who did not wish to 
make their escape? The bird in the closed cage 
may at times appear cheerful and contented ; but 
to test his wishes, throw open his door and allow 
him to go out and in at pleasure. If he then 
constantly prefers to remain, no philanthropist

est and responsibility. It is needless to specify | 
instances as proof, to those who have witnessed 
the operation of institutions conducted on this 
plan, and those which are managed other- 
wise. 

If we test the institutions raised up by the in- 
strumentality of our denomination by these prin- 
ciples, we shall find the result highly satisfactory. 
They are eminently liberal in their character, 
and yet evince an enterprising spirit, But the 
pecuniary affairs of most of them are much em. 
barrassed. It seems clearly the ordination of 
providence, that one class of men should furnish 
the means of education, and another make use 
of them. Those who desire to enter the minis- 
try, are very rarely found among the rich of this 
world, and the same remark will apply to a 
great extent, to those who engage in literary and 
scientific pursuits. 

To supply, therefore, the necessary pecuniary 
aid, becomes the duty and the privilege of our 
enlightened men of business and of wealth.— 
They can, and ought to patronize them liberal- 
ly. They have as strong obligations as others, 
to their country, and tothe world, and are equal- 
ly bound to live tothe glory of God. By a 
wise providence, they are placed in circumstan- 
ces favorable for amassing wealth, and are en- 
dowed with powers and dispositions, which make 
that acquisition easy and pleasant. What more 
reasonable and proper than that, while they are 
left undisturbed to pursue their course, they 
should impart of the abundance which attends 
their labors to the support of institutions, that no- 
blest form of charity? It is only giving back to 
humanity what we have received by human in- 
strumentality, doing good to posterity as our pro- 

itors have done to us. 

And those who are blest with property, should 
not think it hard that they are called on to give 
liberally in this cause. They should be grate. 
ful that they have it to give, that there is oppor- 
tunity to bestow it to good purposes, so much bet- 
ter than their own time and personal labor could 
possibly be. And such should remember, too, 
how much lighter is the work allotted to them, 
than that of teaching, and of promoting the ob-
